I ihwk it f)roper to giye you a concise account of what was 
done, and «uch information as may be useful to you in present- 
ing elaims, accounts, or business of any kind to the Legislature. 

At the session of 1858, the following were the only Acts 
passed of <a general chiiractor : 

AN ACT TO REGULATE THE MODE QF EXiJEGT^ia BANK D^gRJEpjORS 

AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Previous to thifi Act, twelve Bank Directors were annually 
elected for the Bank of the State of South Carolina. Under this 
Act, those elected in 1658 were divided into three classesZ'Class 
No. 1 to vacate their places in Dec, 1859; class No. 2 in Dee., 
I860,, and class No. Sin Dec, 1861; and, that one of these 
classes to foe annually elected, to hold for three years. Ta- 
cancies filled by the Board shall continue .only to the meeting 
of the Legislature after. 

Section 3d Provides that, by Joint Resolution, the seats of the 
entire Board may be vacated. 

Sec. 4th. In 1857, an Act was passed that from and after t^o 
1st day of January, 1860, no Bank shall issue or put in circula« 
tipn any note or bill of a less denomination than ten dollai:fl^ 
which nas been repealed by the 4th section of this Act. 

Sec 5th. This section requires Agents for Banks out of the 
State doing business in it to pay out no bills but those of the 
Blank for which tihey are Agents, or oi bills of Banks of this 
State. 

Sec. 6th. This section requires all the Banks of the State, 
after the 1st day of January, 1860, to keep on hand one^thicd 
of the^r circulation in gold or silver, under a penalty of $500 for 
every week after the circulation exceeds one-thir(|a of coin on 
hand. (The operation of this section of this Act was, in 1859, 
suspended to January, 1861.

By this Act the Baptist Church of Loi^g Brtineb, in Barnwell 
District, was incorporated; also, the Willistoa Academy, tor 
twenty-one years, and allowed to hold property to an amount of 
not over $20,000. 

AN ACT a^O SECURK THE PURITY oF ELECTIXS, 

Provides that if any one not qualified to vote shall, knowing 
the same, vote at any cliBCtion hereafter to be held within the 
State, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
Conviction thereof, shall be fined and imprisoned at the disscrc' 
tioh of the Judge before whom the case shall be tried. 

Sec. 2d. If any person qualified to vote at any election ih 
this State shall vote more than once at such election, for the 
same office, such person so Voting more than once at such eleC^ 
tion for the same office, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined and imprisoned, 
at the discretion of the Judge before whom the case shall be 
tried. 

Sec. 3d. If, at any election hereafter held within this State, 
for any office, any person shall, by payment, delivery or pro- 
mise of ndoney, or any article of value, procure another to vote 
for or against any particular candidate or measure, the person 
so promising ana the person so voting shall be guilty of a misde- 
Xji'eanor, ana, upon conviction thereof, shall, for the first offence, 
be fined in a isum not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than'five hundred dollars, and imprisoned not less than one, nor 
more than six months; and, for ttie second offence, shall be fitied 
in any sum not less j:han five hundred dollars nor more than five 
thousand dollars, and imprisoned not less than three months nor 
more than twelve months.' 

Sec. 4th. If, at any election, any person shall offer or pro- 
pose to procure anotiier, by the payment of money, to vote for 
or against any particular caudidate or measure, such person so 
bffiermg to procure or vote, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
ineanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined and impris- 
oned, at the ttiscretion of the Court. 

The following were passed at the Session of 1859: 

^NAGT to Regulate the Amount of the Penalty of the Bond& 

of Tax Vollectorsy 

Provides, That each Tax Collector in this State who shall 
hereafter be elected, shall give Bond, with good security, in 
double the amountof the aggregate of the general tax paid in the 
District or Parish for whicti he is elected, during the year pre- 
<[ediDg his election. 



AN ACT 80 liegulate the Granting of Licences to Itinerant 

Salesmen^ 

Provides, That hereafter it shall not be lawful for any itiner- 
ant salesman, agent or other person not having any permanent 
and established place of business and stock of goods within the 
State, out of which the tax may be levied, to carry on trade and 
make coniracts or sales, by means of samples, for patterns, or 
otherwise, without first procuring from one of the Treasurers a 
Licence to carry on such trade as itinerant salesman. Neglect- 
ing to do so, he shall pay a fine of not more than two thousand 
dollars, and, upon default of payment, shall be imprisoned for 
not more than six months. Licenses to be granted by either 
Treasurer, upon the recommendation from two citizens of the 
State, and upon giving a Bond with two good sureties, freehold- 
ers within the State, in the sum of three thousand dollars, con- 
ditioned for paying the tax on the amount sold, and will not in 
any way interfere with the laws of the State made for the regu- 
lating of slaves, and shall pay the sum of twenty-five dollars, and 
also a fee of five dollars to the Treasurer. 

AN" ACT to G-rant Aid to the Blue Ridge Railroad. 

By this Act, the State takes three hundred and ten thousand 
dollars in Stock to finish the Road to Walhalla. 

AN ACT to Provide for the Peace and Security ofthisStatCy 
. Provides, That if any person or persons within this State 
shall, with evil intent, write, print, paint, draw^ engrave, or 
cause to procure to be written, printed, painted, drawn or en- 
graved, any letter, book, essay, pamphlet, newspaper, words or 
word, picture, figure or cypher whatsoever, calculated to disaf- 
fect any slave or slaves in this State, or tending to incite any in- 
surrection or disturbance among the same, such person or per- 
sons shall be deemed guilty of a high misdemeanor, and, en con- 
viction, shall be fined and' imprisoned at the discretion of the 
Court before which such conviction shall have taken place, and, 
in addition thereto, may be required by the said Court to enter 
into recognizance with suflScient sureties for future good be- 
havior; and, if a free person of color, shall, in addition, suffer 
such corporal punishment as a Court of Magistrates and Free- 
holders may, in their judgment, think proper to inflict. 

Sec. 3d. That if any white person, or free person of color, 
shall, with evil intent, utter, speak, repeat, recite or rehearse 
any language, phrase, words or word calculated to disaflfect any 
slave or slaves in this State, or tending to incite insurrection or 
disturbance among the said slaves, such person or persons shall 
be deemed guilty of a high misdemeanor, and suffer the penal^ 
ties respectively set forth and provided for in the first ^ecuoa of 
this Acts 



Sec. 4th. That if any white person, or free person of color, in 
this State, shall contribute or subscribe to, or receive any news- 
paper, book, periodical, pamphlet, or other printed, painted or 
engraved paper, picture or representation of any kind whatso- 
ever, whether published within or without this State, which is 
calculated to disaflfect any slave or slaves within this State, and 
such contribution or subscription to, or receiving of the same^ 
shall be done by such person or persons with a view to dis- 
tribute, circulate, vend or give the same with evil intent, such 
person or persons, on conviction, shall suffer the same penalties 
as are respectively set forth and prescribed in the first section of 
this Act. 

Sec. 5th. That if any Postmaster or Deputy Postmaster, or 
clerk of Postmaster in this State shall know that such matter as 
IS mentioned in the first section of this Act has ,been received at 
his office, in the mail, he shall give notice thereof to some Magis- 
trate, who shall forthwith inquire into the circumstances, and 
shall have such matter burned in his presence, and if it appears 
to him that the person or persons to whom it was directed, (whe- 
ther such person or persons be white, or a free person or free 
persons of color,) either subscribed therefor, or agreed to receive 
it for circulation with evil intent, he shall forthwith issue hid 
warrant against him, her or them, and deal with him, her or 
them, according to law and in conformity to this Act; and, if 
any Magistrate shall neglect or refuse to execute the provisions 
of this section, he shall, on conviction, he fined not exceeding 
five hundred dollars. 

AN ACT to Alter the Road Lam, 

Provides, That each Commissioner of the Roads hereafter i<> 
be appointed shall be liable to serve for four years, and until 
the Ist Monday in February after the expiration of the said 
term. 

They shall meet and organize their respective Boards on the 
Ist Monday in February next after their appointment, at their 
usual place of meeting. 

The several Boards of Commissioners of Roads now organ- 
Mted or hereafter to be organized, are hereby authorized, at theilr 
discretion^ to let to contract, to the lowest bidder, not to extend 
beyond their term of office, the whole, or such parts of the Roads, 
within their jurisdiction, as they deem advisable. They shall have 
power to fix a rate of commutation in lieu of labor*for each white 
person or free person of color, not more than seventy-five cents- 

er d^, and, for each slave, not more than fifty cents per day. 
OTided, that no one shall be obliged to pay the commutatloa 
ifho chooses to work as heretofore. , ^^ 



AN ACT to Exempt Teachers and Uticdeyitsfrom Rodi DiUx/^ 
Provides, That the Students of the several Schools, Acad'e-^ 
mies and Colleges of this State, and Professors of all institution? 
of learning, Teachers of every kind, and School Masters, shall 
be, and they are hereby, exempted from the performance of road 
duty.

AN AOTio amend the Law in Relation to Sheriffs. 

This Act requires every Sheriff, on the expiration of hi^ term 
<tf office^ to pay over to his successor all moneys remaining in his 
h^nds as Sheriff, within one month from the time his successor 
shall have entered on the duties of his office. (The retiring 
Sheriff shall be entitled to retain only one half of the cpmmis- 
sions allowed by law on moneys collecte4.) E^^Ui^g to do sp^ he 
sbftll be fined one thousQ>nd dollars and imprisoned not mpre thapi 
twelye months, and p^y the parties to whom the money is due $ 
per cent, per month. 

Sec. 2d. Upon the death of any Sheriff, his reprp9cntative 
filial] pay over, as abovp, in nine monthg. 

Sec. 4th. Whenever a Sheriff shall collect monisy iji pase^ tl^a.t 
have been e^itered in the books of his predecessors, be shall en- 
ter the said case in his own ei^ecution book, with an account of 
tap said moneys so collected. 

This Act to tat© effect on the 1st of May, 1860. 

ANAOT to alter the Law as to Legal Proceedings against 

Railroad OompanieSy 

Provides, That from and after the ratification of this Act, any 
action at Law or suit in Equity against anjr Railroad Company 
ohartered in this State, may be commenced in the District wnerc- 
Jja the cause of action or ground of complaint shall have arisen^ 



by personal service of process on the President of such Compa- 
ny, in any District in this State, which process shall be returna- 
ble to the Court of the District in which the cause of action 
arose: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prevent the commencement of any action at Law or 
suit in Equity in the manner heretofore provided by law. 

AN ACT to make Owners of JDogs liable for Sheep killed by 

thenij 

Sec. 1st. That from and after the passing of this Act, the 
owner of any dog, or person having in his care or keeping any 
dog, or person upon whose premises any dog may be kept by his 
or her slave,.8hall be liable to pay to the party injured double the 
value of all sheep that may be killed or injijred by such dog, to be 
recovered by action of trespass on the case, at the suit of the 
party injured, in any court having competent jdrisdiction. 

Sec. 2d. That in all actions brought for the recovery of dam- 
ages, under the provisions of this Act, the recovery of two dol- 
lars shall in all cases carry full costs. 

Sec. 3d. That an annual tax of one dollar be, and is hereby, 
imposed on every dog kept by a slave, to be paid by the owner of 
such slave; and it shall be the duty of every owner of such slave 
or slaves to make annually a return to the Tax Collector of his 
or her District, at the time of making his or her general tax re- 
turn, of every dog so kept by his or her slave or slaves; or failing 
80 to do, such owner shall be liable to a fiue of two dollars for 
each and every dog so kept and not returned, or to be recovered 
by execution, as in other cases of default in making tax returns. 

Sec. 4th. That an annual tax of two dollars be, and is here- 
by, imposed upon every dog kept by any free negro, or other 
free person of color, and it shall be the duty of every such free 
negro, or other free person of color, to make annually a return, 
to the Tax Collector of his or her District at the time of ma- 
king his or her general tax return, of every dog so kept by him 
or her; or, failing so to do, he or she shall be fined in the sum 
of three dollars, to be collected by execution, as in other cases 
of default in making tax returns. 

AN ACT to alter the Law in relation to the Commissions of 

Chiardians, Executors and Admin'^ntrators. 

Sec. 1st. That when any guardian of an infant dies after re- 
ceiving any of the funds of his or h^r ward, the estate of such 
deceased guardian shall be allowed commissions for paying over, 
as well as for receiving, the funds of such ward remaining in the 
hands of such guardian at the time of his or her death: Pro- 
vided: The payment over is made to the ward, and not to an- 
other guardian. 
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Sec. 2d. That when any executor or administrator dies, after 
having settled the estate of the testator or intestate, except pay- 
ing over the legacies or shares of the legatees or distributees, the 
estate of such executor or administrator shall be allowed commis- 
sions for paying over such legacies or distributive shares, as well 
as*for receiving them. 

AN ACT to Enlarge the Powers of Commissioners in Equity y 

Provides, That, in addition to the powers now enjoyed by 
Commissioners in Equity, they shall have power to appoint 
guardians for infants, in the same manner as the Chancellors of 
this State: Provided, That any person may appeal from any 
order, made by any Commissioner in Equity, to any Chancel- 
lor. 

The Commissioner shall report to the next Court all appoint- 
ments made by him since the last Court. 

No Solicitor shall receive more than five dollars for each 
day's- attendance on a reference before the Commissioner, in any 
case, no matter how many demands may be presented on said 
reference, in said suit. 

All Accounts for Post Mortem Examinations must be made in 
conformity with the following, or they will not be paid. Fees 
for each is as follows: 

For Examination, Mileage and $10 00 

" " and Dissection before interment, 

Mileage and - - - . - 20 00 
" " and Dissection after interment, 

Mileage and 30 00 

The account must be sworn to. The Coroner, or Magistrate 
acting as Coroner, must certify that he summoned the Physician, 
that the services charged were rendered, and that the services of 
a Physician were nacessary to determine the cause of death. 
No account will be paid by the omission of any, and particularly 
the last clause of the certificate. 

Joint Resolution of 1857— P. 425. 

Resolved, That every account hereafter presented ior post 
mortem examination, in addition to the certificate now required 
by law, shall also have appended thereto a detailed statement of 
such examination, denoting the cause of death, aid the circum- 
stances and symptoms attending the case. 

Resolved, also. That no such account shall be paid, unless it 
shall plainly appear from such statement that a post mortem ex- 
amination was really necessary to ascertain the cause of d«ath. 

Joint Resolution of 1824— P. 120. 
Resolved, That no claim shall be paid on any medical account 
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which may be presented to the Legislature for services rendered 
criminaU in jails, without it be accompanied by the certificate 
of the SherifiFof the District in which such criminal is confined, 
stating the insolvency of such criminal or criminals. 

The Charter of the Town of Aiken was renewed and amended 
for 20 years. 

Buford's Bridge was incorporated, with all the rights and 
privileges of the Town of Williston; and, that the corporte limits 
ol said Town shall exend one mile in each and every direction 
from the Cross Roads near said Bridge. 

Williston was incorporated in 1858, with all the powers (with 
a few exceptions) of the Town of Barnwell, as, by their Charter 
of 1857, the Tovn Council is entitled to receive from the Clerk 
of the Court copies of the various Acts referring to their Charter. 

All the right, title and interest of the State in and to the real 
and personal Estate of Thomas B. Newman, late of Barnwell 
District, and which is subject to escheat, be, and the same is 
hereby, vested in Ellen Sweat, her heirs and assigns, forever.

Barnwell is, in point of amount of taxes paid, the sixth elec> 
toral District in the State. Out of 45 tax paying Districts and 
Parishes in the State, Barnwell occupies the sixth rank; the only 
Districts exceeding her being Abbeville, Edgefield, Prince 
George's Winjah, Richland, St. Phillips and St. Michaels. Her 
average taxation for the last ten years has been $13,814 20. — 
The first in point of extent of territory, and the seventh in 
population. The six with a larger population, are St. Philip 
and St. Michaels, Spartanburg, Greenville, Edgefield, Pickens 
and Anderson.

A Separate Court of Appeals was established, which consists 
of a Chief Justice and two Associate Judges, who shall hear 
all appeals, either in Equity or Law, 

The Chief Justice at the request of any two of the Appeal 
Judges, is required to convene the Court of Errors, which con- 
sists of all the Judges of Equity and Law, to determine any 
cause subnritted to them, and their decision shall be final. 

All Barnwell, I know, will be pleased to hear that the Hon. 
J. B. O'Neall was elected, by a very large vote, Chief Justice 
of the Court of Appeals, and Chancellors Wardlaw and John- * 
son his Associates. 

The Hon. James P. Carrol, of Edgefield, was elected Chan- 
cellor, in place of Chancellor Dargan, deceased. 

Hon, John A. Ingliss, of Chesterfield, was elected Law Judge, 
to till the new Judgeship made this year, and afterwards elected 
Chancellor to the seat on that Bench, made vacant by Chancel- 
lor Wardlaw being elected one of the Associate Judges of the 
Court of Appeals. 

By Resolution the Clerks of the Court are required in cases 
where the Presentments of Grand Juries ordered to be sent to 
the Legislature embrace District matters subjects for legislation, 
h shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Courts of the Districts 
for which the Jurors are assembled, to write out the several 
subjects and certify to them on separate paper. 

The condition of the South in reference to Federal Relations 
is at present such as to command the attention and considera- 
tion of all her sons. Looking to a dissolution of the Union as 
an event that must take place, their only hope is to unite and 
prepare themselves for it. 

The foliawing Resolutions were adopted at the last session, 
and show that South Carolina will be at her post. Mr. Mem- 
minger was appointed by the Governor to announce them to 
Yirginia. The selection was a happy one and a certain guaran- 
tee thatrthe duty will be well performed: 

R^sqlved, That South Carolina, still deferring to her South- 
ern sisters, nevertheless respectfully announces to them, that it 
is the deliberate judgment of this General Assembly, that the 
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slaveholding States should immediately meet together to concert 
measures for united action. 

Resolved, That the foregoing preamble and resolutioa be 
cammunicated by the Governor to all the slaveholding Siates, 
with the earnest request of this State, that they will appoint 
deputies and adopt such measures as in their judgment will pro- 
mote the said meeting. 

Resolved, That a Special Commissioner be appointed by the 
Governor to communicate the foregoing preamble and resolu- 
tions to the State of Virginia, and to express to the authorities 
of that State the cordial sympathy of the people of South Caro- 
lina with the people of Virginia, and their earnest desire to 
unite with them in measures of common defence. 

Resolved, That the State of South Carolina owes it to her 
own citizens to protect their property from every enemy; and 
that, for the purpose of military preparation for any emergency, 
the sum of one hundred thousand dollars be appropriated for 
military contingencies. 

I cannot conclude this Circular without calling your attention 
to the advantages of the Normal School. They are such as 
should command the attention of every parent and young lady 
who could be benefitted. The State has contributed liberally 
towards it, in the belief that if her daughters are educated, her 
sons will be. Each Congressional District is entitled to send, 
free of charge for schooling, 15 young ladies, and the Trustees 
this year have determined to pay the travelling expenses and 
half the board of those who may require it, and come properly 
recommended.
